The owner of a big laundry estimates that in three- 
fourths of the homes of moderate means in this city the 
housewives do the family washing, all except collars, 
which are generally sent out to be laundered. This state­ 
ment was the result of a careful investigation he had 
made, and he was sure it was correct. 
Now, this newspaper is not concerned in any way in 
the laundry business. The owners of the various laundries 
in this city seem to be getting along pretty well, and will 
continue to do so, whether the women do their own wash­ 
ing or not. 
But how about the woman who spends one day in 
each week toiling over a washboard and a tub of hot soap­ 
suds, and another day over the ironing board? How 
about her, Mr. Man? 
Don’t you know that washing Is such hard work, and 
is so dreaded by women that by common consent, from 
one end of this country to the other, the second day of the 
week is known among them as “Blue Monday,” because 
that is washday in the majority of homes? 
“She doesn’t complain,” you say. Of course not. The 
average housewife seldom complains. She goes about the 
household work with outward cheerfulness, believing that 
it is her duty to do so; and a great part of housekeeping 
is the hardest kind of work, too—dish-washing, scrubbing, 
making beds, sweeping floors, shaking the rugs. But the 
hardest of all is washing. 
Of course, many families cannot afford to have the 
washing done outside.

Charles Horatio Evans. 


Charles Horatio Evans, 
aged 
80 


years, one of Pettis county’s oldest 


and most highly respected citizens, 


died at 
5 o’clock Friday evening at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Fred R. 
Harris, at Lamonte. 
Death was due 
to general debility, and followed an 
illness that had confined him at home 
for the past five weeks. 
Previous to 
that time his health had been gradual­ 
ly failing. 
Mr. Evans was born September 28, 
1835, in Cooper county. 
He was the 
son of Dr. Thomas Evans, an early 
pioneer, who came to Cooper county 
and located near the Pettis county 
line in 1883. 
Mr. Evans came to Pettis county in 
1811, where he grew to manhood. 
In 
early life he was engaged in m erchan­ 
dising and farming. 
In 1871 he was married to Miss Bai­ 
lie Ferguson, and to that union was 
born one child, Henry E.t who died 
when 2 years old. 
Mrs. Evans died 
l l years ago, since which time Mr. 
Evans had made his home with his 
niece, Mrs. F. R. Harris, and hus­ 
band. 
In April, 1881, Mr. Evans engaged 
in the mercantile business at Smith­ 
ton, and about a year later his stock, 
valued at $4,700, was destroyed by 
fire. 
He had about $4,000 insurance, 
and with this he again engaged in 
business, buying and shipping grain 
for a time. 
Remaining in that bus­ 
iness for a few' years, he left Smithton 
and went to Dresden, later going from 
that plane to lam onte, about twenty- 
five years ago. 
At Lamonte he spent many years 
in the furniture and undertaking bus­ 
iness, in which he was very success­ 
ful 
selling the business about ten 
years ago to retire on account of his 
advanced age. 
Mr. Evans was a staunch democrat 
and was active in political affairs of 
his party. He was a strong supporter 
of all the party nominees, and has 
probably served on more juries in 
the circuit court of the county than 
anv other man within its confines. 
He was a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South, at Lamoine, 
and w'as a regular attendant at ser­ 
vices up to the time his health fail­ 
ed him.

Amsterdam, July 
17.—A 
Bosnian 
soldier who has fallen into a seeming­ 
ly perpetual sleep in consequence of 
terror, following the 
explosion 
of 
shrapnel, is under treatm ent in a 
w ar hospital at Innsbruck, Germany. 
The soldier was admitted to the 
hospital from the Galician front in 
March. He has been asleep ever since. 
The patient is terribly emaciated and 
m ust be artificially fed. 
By contin­ 
uous electric treatm ent the doctors 
hope to bring him back to conscious­ 
ness, although their efforts have not 
yet showm any signs of success.

HONORED WHILE STILL IN HOSPITAL 


Was Wounded Three 
Times 
in the 


Memorable Argonne Campaign 


and Has Lost the Sight 
of His Right Eye. 


Paris, July 17.—Yves Meval, a boy 
scout only 16 years 
old, 
has been 


decorated with the coveted war cross 
of France (Croix de Guerre). 
Meval 
went through the whole 
of the first 
Argonne campaign, 
and 
was 
men­ 
tioned in the orders of 
the day for 
bravery in dispatch carrying and in 
the trenches. 
Just at the close of that memora­ 
ble campign he was 
wounded three 
times and was sent back 
to a hos­ 
pital at Chalons. 
His 
medal 
was 
awarded to him while he was still in 
hospital, and was pinned to his breast 
in the presence of a great gathering 
of boy scouts as soon as he was able 
to make the trip to Paris. 
When the war 
broke 
out, Meval 
was at Morlalx, where he belonged to 
the local Boy Scouts, and had just 
passed an examination entitling him 
to serve as a hospital and ambulance 
attendant. 
After a short period of service in a 
hospital, he made his 
way surreptl- 
ously to the front, 
obtained some­ 
how a uniform 
and -equipment and 
attached himself to a company from 
his home town. 
One of his bullet wounds deprived 
him of the sight of his right eye, but 
he hopes to be allowed to return to 
the front, 
notwithstanding 
this dis­ 
qualification.
